Royal Father of Bleſſed Memozy. And that the perſons therem named were 
ly guilty thercof, did thereby — that all and every of them ſhould, wi 
in Fourtern days nert after, perſonally appear and render themſelves, as therein is 
appointed, under the paine therein alſo expreſſed. 
And Wher:as Edmund Ludlow Eſaurre „ being one of the perſons therein 
named, did, thereupon, render himſelf, Nevertheleſs hath, ſince, eſcaped from out 
the -aſtody of the Serjeant at Arm 85 attending on the Houſe of Commons, and is fled, oꝛ doth obſcure him- 
ſelf, to evade the Juſticeof a Legal Trpal. 
Une therefore Have thouggt fit, by and with the Advice of Our P2zivy Council, to publiſh the ſame, ta 
all Pur Loving — „not doubting of their care and fozwardneſs in his appꝛehenſion. 2nd 


Wie do hereby require and command, aſwell all and ſingular Our Judges, Jufficesof the Peace, Mapoꝛs, 
Sheriſts, Baylifts, Conſtables and Headbozonghs , as alſo the Officers ano Miniſters of Dur Poꝛts, and 
other Dur Subjects Whatioever, within Our Realms of England, Scotland, Ireland, 02 Dominion 
of Wales, and all other Our Dominions and Territoies, to be diligent in cnquiring and ſearching foz the 
laid Edmund Ludlow, in all places whatſoever, as well Within Liberties as without, whom, if they ſhall 
happen to take, Our further Will and Pleaſure is, that they cauſe him ſo appꝛehended, to be ſafely carri- 
ed befoꝛe the next Juſtice of the Peace, to the Place where he ſhall be arreſted, whom We ſtreightly command to 
commit him to Pꝛiſon, and pꝛelently infounUs, oꝛ Our Pꝛiwy Council, of his ſaid appꝛehenſion. 
And We do hereby further Declare and Publiſh, That if any Perſon oꝛ Perſons, after this Pur P2ocla- 
mation publiſhed, ſhall directly oꝛ indirectly, conceale, harbour, keep, retain oz maintain the laid Edmund 
Ludlow, 02 ſhall contrive oꝛ connive at any means, whereby he may eſcape from being taken oꝛ arreſted, - oꝛ 
ſhall not ule their beſt endeavozs foꝛ his appzehenſion, as well by giving due advertiſement thereof to Pur 
Officers, as by all other god means, We will (as there is juſt caule) pzoceed againſt them that ſhall lo 
neglect this Pur commandmnet with ail ſ?verity. | 1 
And laſtly, Wedo Declare, That whoſoever ſhall diſcover the ſaid Edmund Ludlow, either within Dur 
Kingdoms of England, Scotland, Ireland 02 Dominion of Wales, 02 in any other Our Domimons and Territoꝛies 
02 ellewhere beyond the Seas, and ſhall cauſe him to be appꝛehended, and bꝛought in as afozeſaid, ſhall have 
a Reward of Thꝛer hundꝛed Pounds in money, to be paid unto him, in recompence ok ſuchhis Service.
